Conference says

CALGARY(CUP)-The Univ- 
ersity of Caigary Senate voted 

Friday<oct. 1) to express dis- 
satisfaction with the concept 
of tenure as it now exists. 

At a closed session immed- 
iately following its regular 
meeting, the senate decided 
that the value ofappointment 
without definite term" known 
as tenure had become quest- 
ionable. 

As a substitute to tenure 
consideration would be given 
to long-term hiring contracts 
(Ave or more years). This 
would theoretically allow fac- 
ulty members to have academic 
freedom while encouraging 



them to remain active since 
they would now be accountable 
for their Inaction. 

Although the senate decision 
cannet change university policy, 
the fact that the university even 
considered the issue will have 
repercussions across Canada- 
No other case in the country 
was known of a senate passing 

any opinion on the issue often** 
ure. But the impact of the 
motion will be cushioned bo- 
cause the matter wilt go to 
a committee before the senate 
takes a more solid stand. 

The role of the senate as 
outlined in the Alberta Univ- 
ersities Act Is much like the

CALGARY(CUP)-The Univer- 
sity of Calgary has issued a 
plea for volunteers who are 
willing to risk life, Umb, and 
possibly sanity by indulging 
In the forbidden fruits of mari- 
juana^ 

To compensate for possible 
physical impairment, the uni- 
versity is offering such volun- 
teers $50 each. 

The offer, open to persons 
from all walks of life and over 
the age of a, is part of a study 
program being, conducted to ex- 
amine the non-medical use of 
marijuana. • 

Psychologist Steve Miller, 



one of the four, men heading, 
up the program— which Is 
financed by 1100,000 In fed- 
eral government research 
grants—said the university was 
looking for about 400 volun- 
teers, both men and women. 

The marijuana— -an illicit 
substance much used in some 
quarters— for the research 
program was harvested rec- 
ently from the bumper crcp 

at the government experimental 
farm In Ottawa. . 

For safekeeping* the mari- 
juana la currently being kept 
In a safe at the University 
of Calgary medical school. 



Canadian Senate. It has inv- 
estigative powers but no power 
to make decisions Independent 
of the university administr- 
ation. The senate fs to ex- 
press* community interests in 
the university and to investigate 
matters brought to lis attention. 
In the past the Calgary senate 
spent much of its time con- 
sidering such things as the con- 
ferring of honorary degrees. 
This is the first move in the 
senate's campaign to make It 
more useful to the community. 

Senate members did not debate 
the role of students in tenure 
applications after former stud- 
ent union president David Hunt 
presented a report and del- 
ivered a speech outlining the 
need for more student involve- 
ment in faculty appointments. 
Instead, faculty representatives 
tried to argue that only tenure 
could allow "true academic 
freedom". 

Some at the meeting said the 
lack of tenured appointments 

might cause academics to shy 
away from the university, but 
It appears that tenure will die 
because of the concern that 
tenure does nothing but prevent 
poor professors from being 
fired. 

University president A.W.R. 
Garrotters said that tenure 
as It stands is unrealistic but 

that little can be done with 
the rules of the university that 

protect tenured faculty. 
He hoped that something could 

be done- to make the method 
of faculty appointments more 
realistic. 

The senate at the U of C 
consists of student, faculty, 
administration* |nd commun- 
ity representatives.

I. Administrative Costs: 

a. security staff and expenses 

b. maintenance and alterations 

c. equipment, printing and office 
expenses 

d. administrative support staff 
e* travel 



II. Son- Academic Programmes 

a. Extramural athletics and Ex- 
collegiate athletics 

l^The only hindrance here 
should be the possibility of le- 
gal liability. However where 
claiming Inability to pay can 
extricate us from a contractual 
commitment without threat of 
ie*al retaliation we should so 
claim. In no way should any 
etement of these programmes 
receive monies which could oth- 
erwise be allotted to academic 
programmes. 

b. Intramural Athletics, which 
should be placed on a strict 
pay-for-serviccs- rendered bas- 
is. This applies to all users. 
They also should in no way 
be subsidized out of the ac- 
ademic budget, 

c. Non-academic cultural af- 
fairs; again barring legal lia- 
bility. 

d. All present charges on the 
academic budget which are In 
effect forms of subsidizing non- 
academic programmes, such as 
full salaries for staff who teach 
less than one and a half courses 
being charged to academic costs, 
or equipment bought and main- 
tained under academic budgets 
but not being used in teaching 
or research most of the time. 
NOTE: Where Interp retail on of 
the above Instructions Is dif- 
ficult the strictest possible in- 
terpretation In favour of cutting 
noo-academlc costs should be 
used.

The motion was tabled and 
will be further discussed- at the 
special meeting. 

A motion presented by Geoff 
Lloyd and Bob Topp stating: 
"that the lull ptyment of tui- 
tion fees entitles the student 
to receive his transcript 
of marks" was referred to the 
various users committees (us- 
ers of the fees), the SGA and 

the Student Affairs Committee. 
The point of the motion is that 



payment of academic fees entit- 
les the student to receive his 

academic transcript regardless 
of whatever non-academic fees 
he has paid. 

The Committee on Universi- 
ty Affairs has rejected the rec- 
ommendations of CODE that Lau- 
rentlan phase out Its School of 
Engineering. Laurentlan witl 
therefore consult with the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario, as the School 
of Engineering is important to 
the development of Northern On- 
tario. 

Laurentlan will have a chief 
librarian as of January 1, 2972. 
Mr. Andrew Morofsky, former 
Acting Chief Librarian at La- 
val University was selected by 
the senate librarian searchcom- 
mittee. This decision Is subject 



to approval by the Board of 
Governors. 

A motion recommending that 

course or program me chance 
deadlines (to be submitted by 
departments for approval and 
Inclusion In the calendar) be De- 
cember 1, was approved by Sen- 
ate. This would give people work- 
ing on the calendar almost one 
extra month. It's hoped that this 
Is the first In a series of steps 
towards having a pre-rerfstra- 
tion system at Laurentlan, 

The Senate Executive commu- 
te is considering ways in which 
bilinguallsm can be practised 
at Senate. 

Fall convocation will take 
place on Saturday, October 30 

at 2 pm. This year Senate will 
sit on the stage. 



Oast own riots partially 
caused by police 



VICTORIA (CUP) - An Inquiry, 
headed by Mr. Justice T*A, 
Dohm of the B.G. Supreme 
Court, into the Gastown riot 
in Vancouver August 7 has 
found that the Vancouver Po- 
lice Department used "inap- 
propriate and "unnecessary, 
unwarranted and excessive for- 
ce in breaking up the dis- 
turbance* 

But after this wrtst slap for 
the police the inquiry findings 
accomplish little else. 

The report, however, was 
definitely not a whitewash of 
the * affair. The police were 
naughty, it cannot be denied. 
But the major offenders were 
not the police, they merely 
"overreacted"; the true cul- 
prits were Ken Lester and 
Eric Sommer from the Geor- 
gia Straight. 

According to Mr, Jus- 
tice Dohm, Lester and Som- 
mer promoted the gathering 
" to protest the law against 
the use of marijuana and to 
protest the concentrated drug 
crackdown activities of the po- 
lice In the Gastown area. 

"In my opinion Messrs. Les- 
ter and Sommer, who testified 
on this inquiry are two Intel- 
ligent and dangerous radical 
young men. Their true mot- 
ivation is their desire to chal- 
lenge authority in every way 
possible*" 

The report goes on to note 
that; 

- the Vancouver police had 
decided not to arrest anyone 
for smoking dope that even- 
ing; 

- the report of a window break- 
ing Incident that prompted the 

initial charge was false; 

- "The greater weight of ev- 
idence is that the majority 
of the crowd was not an un- 



pleasant crowd at the time 
the police decided to move." 

- the arrival of mounted po- 
licemen caused panic, terror 
and resentment; 

- violence occurred only after 
the mounted police started 
clearing the streets 'with rid- 
ing crops; 

- the mounted poll-*** were fol- 
lowed by riot police carrying 
riot sticks at which point "pan- 
demonium broke loose"; 

- 17 people were Injured; 

- the crowd could not be in- 
duced to defend themselves al- 
thwigh urged to do so by a 
small group of "agitators"; 
and In conclusion Mr. Justice 
Dohm decided that most po- 
lice behaved themselves well, 
despite the "preat amount of 
abuse and Insults" they re- 
ceived. 

The report concluded that 
the situation wasn't handled 
too well, but that riot con- 
trol could be handled much 
more efficiently in the future. 
After ail crowds of people are 
always potentially dangerous 
especially If attacked. 

In this light the report made 
ten recommendations; 

- Demonstrations should be 
"highly discouraged" in the 
future. The Vancouver Board 
of Police Commissioners 
should no longer allow dem- 
onstrators to take over public 
streets; 

- The police departments 
should prepare squads of men 
specially trained for riot con- 
trol {to start or finish riots 
or both?); 

- Mounted police should only 
be used as a last resort In 
crowd control; 

- If the horses are used they 
should be kepi off sidewalks 
and out of restaurants and 



public buildings; 

- Plalnclothesmen should not 
be used for crowd control and 
police In riot gear should wear 
numbered helmets for Ident- 
ification; 

- Police should use cameras 
and sound equipment to doc- 
ument police behaviour in or- 
der to counteract any false 
charges of police brutality 

as well as providing a rec- 
ord of police behaviour; 

- Police should use better am- 
plifying equipment for com- 
munication with crowds; 

- Tape recordings should bo 
taken of police warnings; 

- Motorcycles should not be 
used in attempts to scare cit- 
izens off the streets; 

- The commissioners should 
consider making a team of 
impartial civilian observers a- 
vailable at the scene of ser- 
ious disturbances, threatened 
or actual*

D0WNSV1EW (CUP) - In an 

emergency meeting Wednesday 
October 6, Council of the York 
University Student Federation 
unanimously agreed to demand 
that the board of governors 
postpone its decision on Ac- 
ademic Affairs Vice-President 
nominee Walter Tarnopolsky, 
Windsor University Dean of 
Law, pending a full investi- 
gation of the charges made 
against him. 

Faculty liave charged Dean 
Taracpclsky of preferential 
hiring of Americans over Can- 
adians at the University of 
Windsor. 

tn a three-point brief sent 
to university. President David 
Stater and to the board of 
governors, the federation coun- 
cil said, "If such on invest- 
igation Committee Is not es- 
tablished, then CYSF shall not 
recognize the appointment as 
being valid and will undertake 
any means necessary to pro- 
cure his (Tarnopolsky's) im- 
mediate dismissal*" 

The council also called for 
student-faculty parity on the 
proposed investigation com- 
mittee and all committees In- 
vestigating an administrative 
appointment. 

Federation president Mike 
Fletcher will ask board of gov- 
ernors chairman Robert Mac- 
intosh to speak before the board 

at its Tuesday meeting. 

Tarnopolsky is presentlyun- 
der investigation by the Ontar- 
io Human Rights Commission, 
and J. Francis Leddy, Pres- 
ident and Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Windsor. He 
also faces possible legal ac- 
tion by former students. 

Despite a supposedly liberal 



record, ex-Windsor law pro- 
fessor Sy Langer described 
Tarnopolsky as probably the 
worst offender In the Amer- 
icanization of Canadian univer- 
sities. Langer said Tarnopol- 
sky was "a symbol. of the most 
blind indifference and compli- 
city In regard to American- 
ization of Canadian faculties." 
When Liberal MPPTom Held 
raised the Issue of the Amer- 
icanization of the Windsor law 
faculty, Tarnopolsky likened 
his move to a "a racist, a 
demogogue and a latter-day 

Hitler". 

When Ontario Attorney-Gen- 
eral Allan Lawrence demanded 
that only those law professors 
qualified to practico in Cto~ 
tario be allowed to teach, Tar- 
nopolsky described Lawrence 
as one of the most stupid min- 
isters he'd ever known. 

Of the 18-member law fac- 
ulty at the University of Win- 
dsor, only six have tenure. 

Four are American, three of 

whom commute from Detroit 
every day. De5plte a mandatory 
three-year waiting period be- 
fore tenure is given, Amer- 
ican professor Albert Moisten 
got It In IB months. None of 
the Americans tenured has a 
post graduate degree while 
their standard of law degrees 
are from the University of Wa- 
shlnRton or the University of 
Detroit (includingnlght school). 

Of the three law represent- 
atives on the university sen- 
ate, two are American pro- 
fessors and the other Is the 
librarian, also American.

Students and faculty charge 
that the library, which receiv- 
ed a special Ontario grant this 
year of $100,000 is heavily 
stocked with American books. 
The law school's paper "Oy- 
er" wrote that the library's 
emphasis on material was mis- 
placed with an "overabundance 
of dust- feathering American 

primary maleriaU.ontttlo va- 
lue to undergraduate law stu- 
dents." 

Langer and another Cana- 
dian professor with post grad- 
uate degrees from Columbia 
and Osgood© left Windsor in 
June. Langer was reportedly 
pressured out with no hear- 
ings despite a student peti- 
tion on his behalf. 

According to the Windsor 
Star, Tarnopolsky ordered 
Langer, a strident critic, to 
"cease all criticism of the 
presence of so many Ameri- 
cans at this law school." 

Despite technical differences 
between Canadian and Ameri- 
can law, American professors 
teach Ontario Labor Laws, con- 
tracts, torts (civil wrongs), and 
advocacy (courtroom proced- 
ures). 

In a telephone interview Tar- 
nopolsky said all Canadian la- 
bor relations were based on 



the American Wagner Act, and 
that It didn't take long for 
American professors to pick 
up the Canadian difference. 

He described the charge thai 
the library was packed with 
American books as absolute 
nonsense and said Windsor's 
Canadian collectlonwasasgood 
as any Canadian law school 
in Canada. He said the lib- 
rarian had a standing order 
to buy every available Can- 
adian book. Diana Priestley, 
an ex-Osgood librarian has in- 
dependently sent tetters to MPP 
Tim neid and others verifying 
his opinion. 

Held, he said, proceeded on 
facts without checking them 
first. Although ho gave the 
Americans tenure, ■ Tarno- 
polsky said, he only hired one 
of them. The others were there 
before his deanship began. 

Americans, he explained, 
wore treated the same as any 
faculty from Jamaica or Fran- 
ce. "You're viewing this from 
a Toronto perspective," he 
said, "six thousand people from 
Windsor work in Detroit, and 
only a few hundred come here 
to work." 

Tarnopolsky has served 
three years of a six-year con- 
tract as dean of Windsor's 
law school. Few people at Win- 
dsor knew of his possible new 
appointment and he expressed 
surprise that it was common 
knowledge at York.

"It was 
once used for the protection 
of the academic freedom of 
faculty members, it Is now 
used for Job security and to 
hide Incompetence/* he said. 

U of A has student parity 
on the general faculty council 
level, and they feel that stu- 
dents should have an equal 
on Instructor evaluation "so 
teaching becomes an import- 



ant criterion", ftie faculty's 
response to this suggestion at 
U of A Is that students don't 

have the ability to judge on 
scholarship. 

McKenzie felt that the pub- 
lic would support th«* move 
to abolish tenure and "even 
universities are beginning to 
respond to public pressure". 

The acceptable causes for 
revoking tenure now are; mor- 
al turpitude, ulscredit to the 
academic community, a lack 
of service, and the unavail- 
ability of hinds* In other words, 
tenured professors can still 
be dismissed at the whim of 
administrators.

La- 
ter, when the smaller schools 
In the association protested, 
they modified their position. 

The University of Calgary 
delegates said the*larger In- 
stitutions have a duty to the 



"erne r rim: campuses". In the 
final vote the U of A res- 
olution wa> dilated by 23 del- 
etnitps to 9. (Karh university 
has a proportional number of 
delegates to their student pop- 
ulations). 

The delegates also discov- 
ered some facts ihey mljiht 
already have suspected when 
nil! Avison of U of A pre- 
sented a socio-economic re- 
port which said: 

•undergraduates qet only an 
average of $-50 a year in 
provincial prants and loans, 
as opposed to $1,800 for mas- 
ters students and $2,700 for 
doctoral students. 

*the avornce post-secondary 
student comes from a family 
with an income twice the pro- 
vincial average. 

•female studontsaverageon- 
ly half the amount in provin- 
cial grants and loans that males 



receive ($200 a year as op- 
posed to $4Z\), 

*the savings of students liv- 
ing at homo are about $450 
a year more than those of 
sH-' .{■; who live away from 

hi... , whereas provincial au- 
thorities, in calculating loans 
and grants, figure students liv- 
ing at home should save $800, 
or nearly double.

Suspension followed letters 
to the Principal from both stu- 
dent and faculty representa- 
tives, protesting mismanage- 
ment of funds and general in- 
competence on the part of the 
former executive. .

MONTREAl(CUPt)-The strlko 
front at the University of Mont- 
real achieved total solidarity 
Tuesday night (Oct. 12) when 
faculty members reaffirmed 
their support for the school's 
1,000 nonacademlc employees, 
who walked off their jobs last 

week. 

More than 25,000 students 
and teachers are now support- 
ing the workers 1 strike, result- 
ing in a total shutdown of the 
university while union repre- 
sentatives {affiliated with the 
Canadian Union of Public Em- 
ployees) continue negotiations 
with the administration. 

The Association des Profes- 
seurs de l'Unlverstte de Mon- 
treal last night agreed to give 
$2,000 to ' the strike fund, and 
urged each of Its members to 



contribute a full day's pay* 
The university administra- 
tion claims It cannot meet the 
union's wage demands because 
of financial restrictions im- 
posed by the government of 
Quebec. 

Union officials, on the other 
hand, say the administration 
is obscuring the wage dispute 
by Ignoring the breakdown in 
job classification presented at 
the bargaining table* This 
makes, union demands seem 
outrageously hlgtu 

If the deadlock continues past 
next week* the professors will 
meet again to reconsider their 
stand on the strike. Students 
have Indicated they will res- 
pect the picket lines Indefin- 
itely until a fair settlement 
la reached.

Director Paul Thompson has de« 
scribed Doukhobors. the new worlr. as 
"the first non-sexual nude show." He 
has made $\\r* thiit the much-publl- 
rfeed sect out in the Canadian West 
has not been chosen as theatrical mi* 
imal because of its potential as a 
strip show. 

The Doukhobors were first and fore- 
most a protest group, striking at op- 
pression in an original* eye-catching 
fashion. The Theatre Passe Murailic. 
as befits a group flourishing under the 
joint auspices of Holy Trinity Church 
and Rochdale College, is a theatre con* 
cerned with protest. 

So we have from it a company crea- 
tion tracing the Doukhobors from their 
departure out of Russia to the freedom 
promised by their sponsors In Canada. 
Most of the collage is devoted lo their 
disappointment on arrival, and the 
means they adopt to express that dis- 
appointment over the next few dec- 
ades. 

Had the Canadian Government kept 
Its promise of freedom to worship *n& 
choice of education, the documentary 
points out, eventually there would 
have been no Sons of Freedom, no 
house-burninf, no nuda marten*,' n* 
hunger-striking. 

It Is the akilt of Thompson's vis- 
ually beautiful presentation that its

Doukhobors are not glorified. The* 10 
actors have arrived at the collective 
characterization of a stolid, unimagin- 
ative, heavy Slavic people, more ex- 
pressive when using a convincing Rus- 
sian speech than when Interpreting 
themselves in broken English. Even 
when I bey all strip, which they do 
from time during Ihe evening. Ihey re-

By the time they reach un- 
iversity level most students of 
English are so used to dis- 
secting Shakespeare's plays in 
class that it seems almost a 
thing unnatural to want to watch 
an actual performance of any 
of them. However, the English 
department sponsored an ex- 
cursion to Stratford on October 
7-8 with the idea that out of 
all the people studying Shakes- 
peare and drama In general 
this year a reasonably large 
group of people would be in- 
terested in seeing "Macbeth" 
and "Much Ado About Nothing" 

professionally performed. 

The whole enterprise had 
some difficulty getting off the 
ground. A number of people 
who originally expressed in- 
terest in the trip eventually 
decided that they had better 
things to do that close to the 
Thanksgiving weekend. In the 
end, instead of consisting main- 
ly of people studying Shakes- 
peare the group that went down 
included anybody that was In- 
terested In going. Suprlslngly 
few of these were students 
of Shakespeare drama. 



On the part of the faculty, 
everyone managed to find a 
reason not to make the pil- 
grimage with the exception of 
Prof. Schell who ended up 
making alt the last minute ar- 
rangements, finding rides for 
people, arranging for the ac- 
commodations, managing the 
money, driving a group of peo- 
ple down In the Laurentian 
car etc. He must have lost 
some sleep on this. There is 
something to be said for some- 
one who can take the shaft 
In good humour. 

The English department paid 
for a night's accommodation 
for the students, and gave mon- 
ey to those driving cars to 
cover the expense of gas t It 
cost each of the 25 students 
who went, $0,00, the price of 
the ticket. 



For those who missed the 
opportunity-bite your nails- It 
was your loss because some- 
thing like this is a perfect 
opportunity to get to know a 
few of those people that are 
no more than names and faces 
in your class. It can be fun. 
Both of. tha- Stratford produc- 
tions this year were well worth 
the seeing. The performance 
of "Macbeth" In particular Sm- 
pressed me. The characters 
were costumed designed to sug- 
gest a semi-tribal society e- 
mergtng from the simple rule 
of brute force loan order based 
on moral law (vaguely remln- 
icent Aztec dress). Bongo 
drums provided the only music, 
the sets were simple and the 
action of the relentless rhythm 
of some tribal dance. There 
were no pauses. 



A number of anonymousgrey 
shapes, a moving chorus, was 
continually Involving itself in 
the action suggesting alternate- 
ly, the society in which the main 
characters lived, or, the unex- 
plalnable forces manipulating 
them - leagued with the three 
witches. They were the powers 
outside of the individuals in 
the drama. Their continual 
presence on stage was a word- 
less claim to an importance 
equal to that of the main char- 
acters, 

Macbeth himself(lan hogg) 
was characterized purely as a 
brutal man of action moving 
across the stage with an ex- 
plosive energy. Nothing of the 
subtle or sinister in this Mac- 
beth - he struggled with his 
conscience at the lop of his 
lungs. This was In keeping 

with the rest of theptay. Every 
word, every violent gesture, 
augmented the urgent pulse of 
the action. The staccato beat 
of drums seemed to set the 
pace, in the battle scenes 
rigidly choreographed files of 



soldiers moved rapidly across 
the "battle field" suggesting 
the Nazi Wermacht with their 
grey helmeted uniformity. Even 
thedynamlc hand-to-hand battle 
of Macbeth and Macduff onstage 
was shown as part of some 
greater universal turuu lance. 
The moving chorus moved in 
before Macbeth hit the floor 
at his death scene and hauled 
the body out with ropes return- 
ing in a few moments with 
his severed head lifted on a 
pole. 



The production was striking. 
1 felt as If. I was watching an 
entirely new play and almost 
resented the fact that It has 
become so unfamiliar. The 
audience (mostly high school 
students) did not always know 
how to react. Several times 
there were bursts of laughter 
at very serious points In the 
play - some of the stage ef- 
fects were grotesque and the 
line between grotesquely funny 
and grotesquely horrifying is 
very fine. The appearance of 
Banquo's ghost was one such 

instance. The actor came run- 
ning down through the third 
aisle of the audience in a bloo- 
soaked white shirt - a whole 
row of people Jumped. His 
face was painted a luminous 
white (like a clown's) and st- 
reaked with lurid red patches 
offclood. The audience laughed 
when he sat In Macbeth's place 
yet gasped with horror when 
he turned to face them. The 
appearances of the three wit- 
ches were also characterized 
by this mixture of the comic 
and the diabolical* The ap- 
paritions they summoned from 
the cauldron for Macbeth had 
the same twisted insane quality. 



After the play Nell Dainard 
to the audience was asked if 
the play was an attempt to 



bring Macbeth Into the realm 
of the theatre of the absurd. 
Mr, Dalnord denied It. He 

sld the play was done In a 
way that the director believed 
It couldbest reach the audience. 
There was no Intention of dls 
torting it Into another form. 

The production had imagin- 
ation and impact. 



The second play aptly titled 
"Much Ado About Nothing" is 
perfectly summarized in those 
words. There Is nothing much 
to say about that production. 
The cast was gorgeously cost- 
umed In the gowns and uni- 
forms of the Victorian era. 
The music and the lighting 
created an atmosphere of gai- 
ety and the actors handled their 
parts with skill. It was enter- 
taining, it was a pleasure to 
watch. And that Is saying a 
great deal for it. 
At the finale - with the right 
people about to marry the right 
people, music began to play 
and the entire cast was dancing. 
The music swung into a Char- 
leston .Confetti and pap or strea- 
mers rained on to the stage 
and everybody on it from the 
prince to the headwaiter really 
cut loose - It brought the house 
down. The vitality in both the 
Stratford productions was the 
strongest impression that stay- 
ed with me.

"We be- 
lieve the preservation of al- 
ready historical documentsand 
of papers that will one day 
become historical is a very 
real responsibility which our 
theatres haven't taken serious- 
ly enough. Stratford will be 
doing Canadian theatre a ser- 
vice if It can sot a pattern 
for others to follow," he said. 
It is believed that Mr. Aik- 
ens is the first full-time ar- 
chivist to be attached to a 
professional theatre In North 

America. 

Stratford's collection related 
to the founding and development 
of the theatre has grown to 
the point where cataloguing and 
organizing material can no lon- 
ger be handled on a part-time 
basis. The new archivist's in- 
itial task will be to sort through 
and catalogue the existing col* 
lection which includes such di- 
verse, material as committee 
reports, correspondence, pro- 
duction data, theatre programs 
and posters, photographs, de- 
sign sketches, music tapes and 
videotapes of the past three 
seasons' productions. There Is 



also a collection of prompt- 
books on microfilm, prepared 
in conjuctlon with the Univer- 
sity of Guelph. 

it is expeciea mat, in time, 
the archives will house all 
papers related to the theatre's 
history and operation, there- 
by providing scholars with ac- 
cess to all pertinent data In 
one central location. 

Mr. Aikens eventually hopes 
also to act as an historian for 

the Festival, compiling re- 
search data on such subjects 
as the history of the Avon Thea- 
tre, which was purchased by 
the Stratford Festival In 1063, 
after serving as a home for 
theatrical productions in the 
area since the turn of the cen- 
tury.
